tors ot' coal mines on the first two 
named roads to undue prejudice and 
disadvantage to the extent that the 
percentage °t car3 
furnished 
the 


mines on the Utter roads in each in- 
stance was less than the percentage 
of cars "the^mines a^ a whole on all 
liaes here considered would hav« re- 
ceived had all the syatem cars placed 
for coal loading on those lines been 
equally distributed." 


The examiner points out that no 


evidence was submitted at the further 
hearings upon the <;uestion of dam- 
ages, if any, sustained. 


la its original report (60 I. C., 569), 


the commission found that the prac- 
tice* of the flirector general during 
the period July 1, 1919, to March 1, 
1920, excluding November, 1919, in the 
distribution of coal cars as between, 
the mines as a whole on the Monon- 
gahela and Morgantown & Wheeling 
railways, on the one band, and mines 
on the Pittsburg & Lake Brie Hail- 
road, south, ot Prttsburg. and on tHe.

branch, and Pittsburg, west end di- 
vision of the Pennsylvania rallrsaC, 
on tha otaer.hand, -lahjecUd opera- 
tors of coal minas on Ihe first two 
named roads to undue arejndice and 
disadvantage to U»» extent that tho 
percentage of «iri furnished the 
mines as a whole on the Utter roads 
was lo«a than tha average; percentage 
ot cars furnished th* mines on the 
other lines named. 


As there waa no basis m the evi- 


dence for findings as to the extent of 
the damages, if any. sustained by tho

association as a result of the undue 
prejudice found to exist, the case waa 
Jasld ppen for further hearing upon 
that Question. 


On May 23,1921, co:aplainant filed a 


petition for sxn»plemer-t.il and modified 
findings, which was denied by tha 
commission. .The cass, however, was 
reopened on the commission's own 
motion September 15, 1921. for further 
hearings, which -were held on Mr.rch 
10, 1923. Nowhere in the examiner's 
raport does it appeai that the com- 
plainants have ahown the commission 
the extent of thair lasses.

years later, the ftato was producing 
more ..than 20,000,000 toni a year ana 
in another three year* more than 
30,000,000 tons a year wero cominj 
from Wast Virginia, mines. In anoth-
